Ignorance of Regulations 
is Widespread 
Government Ceases 
With Authorized Delivery 


Husband and Wife Held One 
Unless Separated

WASHINGTON, March 15.— 
When mail ceases to be mall the 
Postal Service is no longer re- 
sponsible for its care and the 
laws of the Federal government, 
which contain stern provisions to 
insure the inviolability of mail and 
to punish those who meddle with 
it, are no longer applicable. 

The public is naturally jealous 
of ite right to the unmolested re- 
ception of its mall and frequently 
invokes the ald of the govergment 
to protect it from what is re- 
garded as unwarranted or egal 
interference with that right. In 
cases where mall has ceased to 
be mail the postal establishment 
can no longer take action in the 
matter.

Under certain circumstances it 
ia difficult to determine, without 
reference to a judicial tribunal, 
whether or not any piece of mail 
has legally ceased to be United 
States mail. Upon Uncle Sam's 
statute books is a law designed 
to punish people who Mmauisitive- 
ly pry into the busin or secrets 
of others by opening their corre- 
spondence. 

Its terme are explicit and sig- 
nificant: Whoever shall take any 
letter, postal card, or package, 
out of any Mice or station 
thereof, or other authorised de- 
pository, or in the custody of any 


has been delivered to the person 
to whom it was directed, with a 
design to obstruct the correspond- 

ce, or pry into the business or 
secrets another, or shall open. 
secrete, embeszle, or destroy the 
same, shall be fined not more than 
$2000. or imprisoned not more 
than five years, or both. 

The postal laws and regulations 
contain a section which states that 
neither husband nor wife can con- 
trol the gelivery of matter ad- 
dressed to the other. When so in- 
structed, a postmaster must refuse 
to deliver the mall to the husband 
which is addressed to the wife, or 
to the wife that which is addressed 
to the husband. 


so provides that, in the absence 
of instructions to the contrary, 
the wife's mall should de placed 
with the husband's and delivered 
to him with his own, unless they 
be known to live separately. When 
the mall has once been delivered in 
accordance with this practice, it 
is not a matter of interest to the 
government which one opens the 
mall, even though embarrassing 
secrets are discovered as the re- 
sult. The government seems to re- 
gard them as one unless they in- 
sist upon being treated as two, 
and they must decide this matter 
before the mail is delivered.

SHANGHAI, March 16.—That 


the Chinese government is grad- 
ually awakening to the influence 
and the uses of the radio is seen 
in information received in Shang- 
hal from Peking that broadcast- 
ing of radio news and musical 
programs soon will be undertaken 
by the government.

Important Decision is Made 
by Judge Bledsoe 
Rules Reasonable Certainty 
Only is Necessary 


Arrests Termed Mandatory at 
Time of Crime 


Officers of the law are duty 
bound to enter any premises where 
they are reasonably certain « 
crime is being committed, and to 
seize evidence of the crime, and 


arrest the perpetrators, even 
though the officers may not have 


directing them to take such ge- 
tion, Federal Judge Bledsoe hae 
ruled in prohfVition cases involv- 
ing the legality of search war- 
rants. 


Judge Biedsoe denied motions 
for the quashing of search war- 
rants fesued in a case against Ti- 
seria Gaitan, Louis Gaitan and 
Condio Montes, and in a case 
against Charies and Domencia Col- 
Jura, and for the return of cer- 
tain property illegally seized. 
Unusual importance attaches to 
the opinion, according to Federa! 
officers, in view of the fact that 
prosecution in numerous liquor- 
law cases brought before the local 
Federal judges have recently been 
prevented by objections to warrants 
issued for the search of private 
dwellings. The principal conten- 
tion of defendants in all these 
cases, including the two passed on 
by Judge Bledsoe, have been based 
on the fact that the searched 
premises were used as private 
dwellings, and that under the vol 
stead Act “no search warrant shall 
issue to search any private dwell- 
ing, occupied as su unless it is 
being used for the unlawful sale 
of intoxicating liquor or unless it 
is in part used for some business 
Purpose 

In the cases before Judge Bled- 
We. the Gaitans and Condio Montes 
were charged with having manu- 
factured intoxicating liquor, and 
maintained a nuisance in July, 
1923, at 811 Lookout Drive, Los 
Angeles. In the Collura case, the 
defendants were charged with com- 
mitting similar offenses in June, 
1924, at Lennox. Search warrants 
were issued in each case on affi- 
davit of Federal officers. who sald 
they had detected the odor of fer- 
menting mash, and had received 
reports and seen evidence indicat- 
ing the respective premises were 
use for the mandfacture of intox!- 
cating liquor.

Many persons in the employ- 
ment of others make a practice 
of having their mall addressed to 
their places of business rather 
than to their homes.

The 
clerk in charge of opening it may

Government Program

SHANGHAI, March  15.—That 
the Chinese government is grad- 
vally awakening to the influence 
and the uses of the radio is seen 
in information received in Shang- 
hai from Peking that broadcast- 
ing of Sadio news and musical 
programs soon will be undertaken 
by the government. 

According to reports, the radio 
division of the Ministry of Com- 
munications, recently organized, 
will sponsor the new service. The 
broadcasting will be mostly in 
Chinese, but it is understood that 


one-third of the programs will be 
in English. 

The station is now being fitted 
up. A special microphone will be 
installed for sending out Chinese 


music. Tests of the station have 
proved satisfactory. However, 
until radio receiving gets are 


stricken off the list of “war ma- 
terlais” there is little likelihood 
of any great importation of 
American radio equipment. But 
the fact that the government has 
at last recognized radio as a thing 
that it cannot banish entirely, is 
considered a good sign by those 
interested in its development.

Tt should be permissibie 
for producers collectively to cur- 
tall when the market warrants. 
This policy is now considered - 
legal. Curtallment should not be, 
permissible if for the sole purpose 
of increasing prices to the extent 
of removing competition and re- 
straining trade.

Diet=-dHealth

therla, as well as other germ dis- 
eares. This means that even 
though you dre exposed, you will 


contract these d 

In last week's papers I gave you 
a table showing that a large per- 
centage of adults and a smalier 
percentage of children are natur- 
ally immune to diphtheria: in 
other worda, their bodies naturally 
carry a diphtheria antitoxin. 

Antitozin, which perhaps you 
have thought of only as a curative 
ie also a preventive of diphtheria. 
If it is given to a susceptible — 
son who has been exposed to diph- 
theria, it will produce an artificial 
immunity very rapidly. However 
this immunity te not very lasting 
It is é@liminated from the system 
within two weeks, probably. But 


as the time for the germs to de- 


velop to the stage when the symp- 
tome are produced (the incubstion 
period) is from two to seven days, 
it la the best protective for imme- 
diate usage. 

There has been a method per- 
fected which will produce an arti- 
ficlal immunity to diphtheria 
which 48 probably as permanent as 
the natural immunity. This pro- 


manufacture the antitoxin, and 
when the system itself manufac- 
tures any antitexin, it apparently 
becomes a stable part of the cells 
of the body.
